CHICAGO, May 28.—At ttift interview 
yesterday between Sullivan, 
Mayor 
Baldenwick, 
Captain 
Schaack 
and 
Lieutenant Schuetter, Sullivan revealed 
the whole plot, and it is said that many 
heretofore prominent and supposedly 
respectable citizens of Chicago, New 
York, St. Louis and Philadelphia are 
implicated. 
He revealed to the police 
the names of all those connected with 
the great crime. ^ Mayor Baldenwick 
said last night that the statement was 
of a startling nature. 


"It implicates many, but I must not 
talk."' 


Several sensational arrests may be ex- 
pected to-day. The Lake View officials, 
however, at 2:30 this morning, denied 
that Sullivan had made any confession. 


It now appears that Peter McGeehan 
was at Pullman the night of Dr. Cro- 
nin's murder and could not have taken 
part in the crime. There are a number 
of people at Pullman and Kensington 
who say positively that they saw Mc- 
Geehan on the night of Dr. Cronin's 
disappearance. John Bums and George 
Burns, two brothers who 
lived at 
Mrs. Morrisy's boarding house, on Watt 
avenue, Pullman, 
where McGeehan 
also lived, say positively that McGeehan 
was in the house playing cards the night 
of May 4. Mrs. Morrisy and a chamber- 
maid in the house are also sure that 
they saw McGeehan that night. 
Thos. 
Markey went to church with McGeehan 
Sunday moming. 
Lieutenant Kane is 
also quite positive that he saw him in 
Pullman that night. 


THE CIIAN-IIA-GAEII MEET. 


Two hundred delegates representing 
eleven camps of the Clan-na-Gael met 
last night, at No. 144 Bandolph street, 
to take action regarding the murder of 
Dr. Cronin. 
Luke Dillon, of Philadel- 
phia, presided at the meeting and Ed- 
ward M. Lahiff was secretary. 
The fol- 
lowing preamble and resolution were 
adopted: 


Whereas, We have heard with deep 
regret of the terrible crime that has 
fallen on our fair city in the death of 
Dr. P. H. Cronin; therefore, be it 


Besolved, That we, the representa- 
tives of the Clan-na-Gael, place on rec- 
ord our utter detestation of the crime of 
assassination and .we enter our solemn 
protest against the evident attempt of 
the murderei-s of our brother to place the 
crime of his death on our order. 
It is 
not the spirit nor the object of the Clan- 
na-Gael and we repudiate it and hereby 
pledge our best efforts to the authorities 
to aid in hunting down the criminals and 
to vindicate law and order. 


THE CORONER'S INQUEST. 
The coroner's inquest into the cause 
of the death of the late Dr. Cronin, 
which was adjourned from last Friday 
until 10 o'clock to-day was resumed this 
moming by Coroner Hertz taking the 
jury on a tour of inspection of the 
pi-incipal points of interest in connection 
with the case, where the body was 
found, where the 
bloody trunk was 
picked up, and the actual scene of the 
murder," the Carlson cottage. 


The hearing of testimony will begin 
at the coroner's office on the return of 
the party to the city. Attorney Forrest 
was at the coroner's office with the in- 
tention of being in attendance at the in- 
quest, but he did not go out with the 
jury. 
He said he had nothing to say 
about Coughlin's case. 


STOXJIVAN DOES SQUEAL. 


That P. O. Sullivan, the Lake View 
ice man, made a fuU confession yester- 
day, conceming his connection with 
the murder of Dr. P. H. Cronin, and 
gave to the police the names of several 
persons who were implicated in the 
awful crime, was confirmed this mom- 
ing. 
Captain Schaack, when asked 
about the matter, hesitated and finally 
said: 


"Well, there is no use in denying it. 
Sullivan gave us a good many valuable 
pointers, but we can't give them out now 
wit hout hurting our case." 


Chief Hubbard was questioned in re- 
gard to the matter and admitted that a 
well known man was 
being 
close- 
ly watphed, and that while he is at lib- 
erty to go where he chooses in this city, 
he is practically under arrest and any 
attempt on his part to leave the city 
would result in his being placed behind 
the bars. 


Chief Hubbard was at work all night 
and at his desk early this moming. He 
refused to say whether there had been 
any arrests made since P. O. Snlllvan 
was taken into oostody, but from his 
manner it was inferred that several ar- 
rests were made last night. 


WSO WOODBXNFF IS. 


MTTBKEOON, Mich., May 28.—Wood- 
raff, who is figuring so pramiuentiy in 
the Cl^min m i v ^ cam at Chicago, u 


well known h ^ . 
He was tried nnder 
the name of Frank Black in the circuit 
court last November for stealing a gold 
watch from Charles Moth, the wrestler 
in this city, but was acquitted. He was 
in the county jail sevend months pre- 
vious to the trial. 


When Woodruff's likeness was pub- 
lished Sheriff Nelson saw one and sus- 
pected that he was the same fellow who 
had been nnder his charge so long. He 
wrote to t!hief of Police Hubbard, of 
Chicago, and this moming received two 
photograps of Woodruff, 
which 
es- 
tablished his identity with Frank Black, 
beyond any doubt. 


Sheriff Nelson will forward to the Chi- 
cago police all the information he has 
about Black and says he knows nothing 
to his credit. A deputy sheriff here has 
been carrying a warrant for months for 
Black's arrest on the charge of stealing 
a violin and an overcoat. 


A STARTMXG STATEMENT. 


CHICAGO, May 28.—^Detective Bobert 
Brace, who has been conducting a pri- 
vate agency in this city, walked into 
Lieutenant Horace Elliott's office this 
moming and said that several months 
ago Alderman McCormick offered him 
$1,100 to kill Dr. Cronin. Brace, who 
has just returned from a three months' 
stay in Texas, says that McCormick 
paid him $100 in advance and agreed to 
pay the remaining $1,000 when the job 
was done. 


Brace declares that McCormick told 
him to feign sickness in his office and 
then send for Dr. Cronin and Kill 
him. 
Bruce says he took the $100, 
spent it for liquor and never made a 
move toward carrying out the contract. 
Brace bears a rather unsavory reputa- 
tion and the police do not place all the 
reliance in the world in his story. 
He 
has been in numerous scrapes in this 
city. 


BEFORE THE GRAND 
JURY. 
Shortly after noon to-day the grand 
jury took up the consideration of the 
Cronin murder, and it is thought that 
before evening indictments will have 
been retumed against the perpetrators 
of the crime. 


Among the first witnesses examined 
were Mr. and Mrs. Conklin and the 
Carlsons, owner's of the cottage where 
the doctor was murdered. 
Captain 
Schaack stated to a reporter that he did 
not think that P. O. Sullivan would be 
called before the jury.

Tlie niaTor Shifts HIa Opinion In 
One Instance and Cites His 
Reaaons'-Snnday Courts 
and Dramflsts. 


When Mayor Harding assumed the 
duties and responsibilities of office, he 
outlined his program very concisely. 


Among other reforms he announced 
that the police officers would not be al- 
lowed to take bail and that all offenders 
must go to the city prison pending trial. 


It will be recalled how Mike Wickliffe 
asked if it was the sense of his honor 
that when his household h^pened to be 
arrested at night they must remain in 
the cooler until morning, and that Mr. 
Harding replied, "Precisely." 


Now the mayor is veering a little to 
the left, and cites his reasons: 


"Do you propose to sustain the course 
of your chief of police in arresting pros- 
titutes and not locking them up," asked 
THE SENTINEII reporter. 


"It is perfectly legal," said his honor, 
"and on that basis I am doing business. 
Thé chief and his officers go to these 
houses of vice, take the name, of offen- 
ders instead of bale money, as hereto- 
fore, and the next morning they file 
affidavits against the parties in my 
court. 
On these warrants they are ar- 
rested and tried, just as other offenders, 
and must appear in person. It is not 
within human power to suppress sin or 
entirely crush out vice. 
The best we 
can do is to confine and regu- 
late it. I propose to keep these offenders 
from the eyes of the public and guard 
against the evil spreading Outside its 
own unwholesome limits and to accom- 
plish these ends my officers are especially 
empowered to arrest street walkers and 
bad characters who parade their failings 
in public.'' 


In this strain the mayor moralized at 
great length but the views above givé 
his position in a broad sense. It is very 
evident that he doesn't propose to close 
the houses of ill fame and under this 
plan they will have very smooth sail- 
ing. 


"Is your Sunday police court a ne- 
cessity ?" 


Turning to the statutes of the state he 
replied: 
"Yes, sir, and here is my 
authority," {Minting to a provision that 
gives a person the right to a speedy 
trial, even on Sunday, and the day is 
named. 


"I come up here Sunday morning," 
continued the chief magistrate, "and 
the prisoners of the night before are ar- 
raigned before me. If a man pleads 
guilty there is no use putting his case 
off, so I dispose of it quicker than I 
could ipake out a bail bond. 
If a man 
pleads 'not guilty,' I accept his bail if 
he offers any and send his case over un- 
til Monday morning. 
The law says I 
must do this mudi and it is my sworn 
duty."
